H Please note, pursuant to Section 7 of the Act, the following parts of your request are exempt 
from disclosure pursuant to the following subsections of the Act: 

(1) When a request is made to inspect or copy a public record that contains information 
that is exempt from disclosure under this Section, but also contains information that is 
not exempt from disclosure, the public body may elect to redact the information that is 
exempt. The public body shall make the remaining information available for inspection 
and copying. Subject to this requirement, the following shall be exempt from inspection 
and copying: 

(a) Private information, unless disclosure is required by another provision of this Act, a 
State or Federal law or a court order. 

5 ILCS (140/2) Sec 2. Definitions. As used in this Act: 

(c-5) “Private information” means unique identifiers, including a person's social security 
number, driver's license number, employee identification number, biometric identifiers, 
personal financial information, passwords or other access codes, medical records, home 
or personal telephone numbers, and personal email addresses. Private information also 
includes home address and personal license plates, except as otherwise provided by law 
or when compiled without possibility of attribution to any person. 

(b) Personal information contained within public records, the disclosure of which would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, unless the disclosure 
is consented to in writing by the individual subjects of the information. 
“Unwarranted invasion of personal privacy” means the disclosure of information 
that is highly personal or objectionable to a reasonable person and in which the 



subject’s right to privacy outweighs any legitimate public interest in obtaining the 
information. 

(d) Records in the possession of any public body created in the course of administrative 
enforcement proceedings, any law enforcement or correctional agency for law 
enforcement purposes, but only to the extent that disclosure would: 

(i) interfere with pending or actually and reasonably contemplated law enforcement 
proceedings conducted by any law enforcement or correctional agency that is the 
recipient of the request. The case has yet to go to trial. 

(v) disclose unique r specialized investigative techniques other than those Generally used 
and known. The case is still under investigation. 

If your request for public records has been denied in full or in part, you have the right to appeal 
the denial of the public records you have requested to the Public Access Counselor by submitting 
a written notice of appeal to: Public Access Counselor, Illinois Attorney General’s Office, 500 
South Second Street, Springfield, Illinois 62706; 1-800-242-0618 or (217) 558-0486. You also 
have the right to judicial review pursuant to Section 11 of the Act.
